The Democrats, taking encourag e- 
I ment from the rally of party leaders 
in recent weeks and from Gover­ 
nor Smith’s trip across Tennessee 
and 
Kentucky, 
say the 
trend

steadily toward Smith. 
In traditions and present politi­ 
cal complexion these two states are 
sufficiently similar to warrant 
a 
joint examination of their inclina­ 
tions and their possibiltes. 
In the 
past q uarter of a century each has 
strayed once from the circle of th t 
southern democracy,—Tennessee in 
the Harding landslide of 1920, and 
Kentucky in the Coolidg e landslide 
of 1924. 
This year, the southern 
revolt 
ag ainst Smith 
has 
tug g ed 
persistenly ag ainst the prompting s 
of democratic alleg iance, and for 
weeks the party leaders in these 
two states have claimed no more 
than a fig hting chance. 
Now they 
speak more hopefully, professing to 
see a recession of the Hoover tide, 
a claim which the republicans by 
no means concede. 
In 
these 
states 
w'here 
normal 
democratic majorities are far more 
slender than they are to the south- 
AA’ard, the crusade of the anti-Smith 
democrats is a recog nized factor of 
prime Importance. Even in the Wil­ 
son southern and western sweep of 
1916, the democrats had but 28,000 
plurality in Kentucky, out of a half 
million votes, and but 37.000 plural- 
' ity in Tennessee out of some 270,- 
000. 
In that same election they 
carried Texas, for instance, by more 
than four to one, and Georg ia by 
ten to one. 
It was in the cards 
that the democratic leaders of the 
border states, with their narrow’er 
marg ins of safety, should feel the 
impace of the anti Smith movement 
more deeply than some of their 
southern neig hbors.

On the side of the 
trick bookkeeping in picture 
No. 3, 
let me say something about a mat­ 
ter that concerns the people of Mis­ 
souri and the adjoining states and 
that is the treatment of flood con­ 
trol on the Mississippi Riv er. Con­ 
gress has been backing and 
filling, 
they hav e been arguing it pro and 
con; they hav e this 
man’s 
idea 
about it and that man’s idea about 
it. They leading engineers’ reports 
-—and they are as hard to make out 
as the fiscal transactions

propriated to put a building on it, 
and 
the Federal 
Gov ernment is

the rent of outside q uarters for the 
transaction of the public business. 
Where is the economy in that? 
What does that do to that Picture 
No. 1? If No. 2 did not destroy it. 
We shall destroy it with this ev id­ 
ence, and we shall destroy also 
any claim that there is or ev er 
was any efficient management of 
the Gov ernment. 
In Binghamton, New' York, a plot 
of ground was purchased in 1915 
for $100,000. 
Not a brick w'as ev er 
laid on it.

Passing It On. 
In any ev ent, whether we pay it 
or not, we hav e the alternativ e of 
passing it on to the next adminis­ 
tration.
